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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  4  deaths  among  infants,  under  1  year  of  age, 
revealing  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  63.5  and  which  is  unusually 
high  compared  with  that  of  recent  years.

This  case  was 
admitted  to  hospital  "because  of  complications  which  were  forseen 
prior  to  childbirth  and  from  which  she  succumbed  following  an 
operation.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Specimens  taken  from  patient®  for  various  bacteriological  teste 
by  family  praetitioners  are  sent  to  the  National  Health  Laboratory 
at  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester.  Reports  upon  such  specimens 

are  sent  to  the  patient's  own  doctor,  and  a  #opy  of  same  is 
forwarded  to  the__Health  Office. 

Samples  of  the  public  water  supply  have  proved  Satisfactory. 

The  duty  for  the  examination  of  milk  supplies  rests  with  the 
County  Council  and  during  the  year  under  review,  51  samples  of  milk 
were  obtained  and  submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence  of 
Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

In  six  instances,  the  milk  was  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli  and  in  each  instance  a  veterinary  inspector  examined  the 
herds  in  question  in  order,  if  possible,  to  trace  the  source  of 
infection  among  the  cattle. 

Cows  found  to  be  giving  infected  milk  are  destroyed  in 
accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1925.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN.  (Service  under  County  Council 

adminis  tration) . 

Hollingworth  Clinic . 

This  Clinic  was  transferred  from  St. Mary's  School  to  the  newly- 
adapted  premises  in  Wedneshough  Gpeen  on  the  21st  June  1951* 

The  building  ,  which  was  erected  as  a  Decontamination  Centre 

-  ctd,  - 
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during  the  last  war,  required  only  a  moderate  amount  of  internal 
partitioning  to  provide  facilities  for  School  Medical,  Ante-Natal, 
and  Immunisation  purposes,  in  addition  to  the  Child  Welfare 
Sessions  previously  held  in  St. Mary’s  School. 

Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  the  storage  of  infant 
foods  etc.,  and  for  the  purpose— a-s  a  loan  store  for  the  domiciliary 
nursing  requisites  previously  accommodated  at  the  Hollingworth 
Council  Offices. 

It  is  anticipated  that  further  improvements  to  the  pram 
shelter  will,  at  an  early  date,  be  made. 

Child  Welfare  Sessions  were  held  from  2  pm.  to  4  pm.  on 
the  1st  and  Jrd  Thursday  of  each  month  throughout  the  year.

The  area  is  covered  by  the  Hyde  Health  Division  for  both 
general,  accident  and  infectious  cases,  the  number  conveyed  being 
1151 »  this  is  a  decrease  of  495  on  the  number  conveyed  during  1950 
and  is  in  conformity  with  the  experience  within  the  service  through¬ 
out  the  Division.  The  majority  of  patients  were  conveyed  to 

the  Ashton  Group  of  hospitals. 

PROEESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

One  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurse  attended  172  patients  in 
Mottram  and  Broadbottom  upon  2665  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  by  a  Nurse  whose 
duties  also  include  cases  resident  in  Tintwistle , 

MIDWIZSRY. 


One  midwife  allocated  to  the  district  attended  the . 15 
cases  in  which  the  birth  took  place  in  the  homes  of  the  patients. 
The  trend  for  childbirth  to  take  place  in  maternity  institutions 
is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  this  figure  represents  only  20%  of 
the  total  births  in  1951 • 

HEALTH  VISITING. 


One  Health  Visitor  by  paying  visits  to  the  homes  and  at 
the  Clinics  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young  children, 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  for  Care 

and  After-Care  purposes,  and  any  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need 
of 'attention  also  form  part  of  the  duties. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP, 


Domestic  Helps  were  provided  in  7  cases  of  domiciliary 
midwifery  and  infirmity  etc.  who  made  application  for  such  help.

Thirty  six  houses  were  affected  by  the  service  of  Statutory  notices 
for  various  defects. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  work  was  in  hand  regarding 
many  of  the  unfit  houses  and  has  since  been  completed.  There 

still  appears  to  be  a  shortage  of  materials  especially  rainwater 
goods  and  there  is  often  a  delay  of  months  between  a  property  owner 
giving  orders  for  work  to  be  done  and  its  completion.  The 

situation  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  one  statutory  notice  was 
executed  in  default  and  another  was  similarly  treated  early  in  1952.

WATER  SUPPLY  o 


The  water  supply  to  the  District  has  in  general  been 
satisfactory  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity  but  occasional 
C11ficulty  is  encountered  in  the  high  parts  of  Mottram  when  bursts 
or  abnormal  demands  occur,  future  housing  developments  or 
extensions  of  the  watermains  to  serve  houses  not  yet  on  the  District 

supply  will  overload  the  system  so  far  as  regards  Mottram  and 
-Broadbottom. 

,  4-  or  r°servoir  capacity  to  servo  Mottram  and  Broadbottom 

is  about  26,500  gallons  or  less  than  one  day’s  suoply  and  for 
Hollingwor th  500,000  or  12  days  supply  and  this  is  not  enough. 

The  Council  water  supply  is  not  treated  in  any  way  and 
the  five  samples  taken  gave  satisfactory  results. 

One  house  formerly  fed  from  a  private  source  is  now 
connected  to  the  Council’s  main. 


Six  houses  serving  about  10  persons  are  supplied  by  a 

standpipe . 

.  About  164  dwellings  housing  298  persons  are  served  from 
pumps,  springs  and  wells.

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SCAVENGING . 

Housing  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  disposed  of  by 
.  tipping,  the  labour  and  transport  being  supplied  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  The  tip  at  Woolley  Lane  is  full  and  no  longer  used 
but  negotiations  are  taking  place  for  new  land  on  Carrhouse  Lane  to 
take  refuse  from  the  Hollingworth-Mottram  Moor  Area.  In  the 
meantime  all  disposal  is  being  mo.de  at  Broadbottom  Road. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  dustbins  and  sanitary 
pails  on  receipt  of  orders  from  owners.  32  pails  and  38  dustbins 

have  been  dealt  with  this  way. 


SEWERAGE, 

The  scheme  to  enlarge  the  outfall  works  at  Holling worth 
and  Broadbottom  and  sewer  as  much  of  the  district  as  possible  has  been 
approved  in  principle  but  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  is  unable  to  indicate  when  he  will  be  able  to  authorise 
the  work.  - 


There  have  been  thirteen  conversions  to  fresh  water 
carriage  system  during  the  year  and  the  Council  continue  to  grant  up 
to  £8.  per  conversion.  Seven  of  the  conversions  were  the  result  of 
statutory  notices  to  convert. 


At  least  9  conversions  are  expected  next  year.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Both  the  Council’s  Sewerage  systems  have  been  treated  twice 
following  a  test  bait  laid  in  10%  of  the  manholes. 

813  visits  were  made  to  398  properties  during  the  year  and 
46  infestations  were  discovered  and  dealt  with.

LICENSED  SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 

Duriog  the  year,  the  occupier  of  the  licensed  slaughter- 
house  at  Broadbottom  did  not  apply  for  renewal  of  the  licence  in 
force  and  wrote  that  he  had  discontinued  its  use. 

There  still  remains  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  which 
are  used  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  intended  for  private  use. 

KNACKERS  YARD. 

n  .  A  portion  of  Hyde  Brook  Works  continues  to  be  used  for 

a  licensed  Knackers  Yard. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES . 

A  portion  of  Hyde  Brook  Works' ‘is  still  used  for  fat 
extraction  and  the  firm  have  installed  a  water  tank  to  discharge 
their  obligations  under  a  Nuisance  Order  granted  in  November  1930, 

In  addition,  they  have  put  in  fresh  riant  to  wash  the  offensive 
fumes  which  are  finally  forced  beneath  the  firebed  of  the  works 
boiler  and  burned. 


MSINgSCTI  ON  AND  PI  SINFEST  ATI  ON . 

Only  a  few  houses  have  been  disinfected  at  the 
termination  of  illness.  These, and  houses  with  infestations  other 
than  rodents  have  only  taken  20  visits  and  inspections. 

The  Hollingworth  refuse  tip  became  infested  with 
crickets  and  caused  considerable  nuisance  and  annoyance  to  occupiers 
of  nearby  houses. 


FaGTORIEo^^  28  visits  have  been  made  to  the  24  factories  on  the 
register,  in  three  instances  sanitary  accommodation  was  un¬ 
satisfactory  and  was  remedied  after  informal  notice.  Seven 
premises  were  notified  under  the  Outworkers  Order. 

llOj^PLjiC ffSj?.,  Off ioes  and  workplaces  now  number  41  and  those 
inspected  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.
